The rubber draw sheet spread 
over the mattress, a* used in most 
hospitals, is for the protection of 
the mattress, but is not usually 
necessary in home nursing. Nor is 
the draw sheet, a folded she* t in the 
middle of the bed over the regular 
sheet. Should they be necessary, 
however, they should be smoothed 
and made tight at the sides just 
aa much as the other sheet. 
A Comfortable Bed 
This smoothness of the sheets 
and proper anchoring of them so 
they do not pull out with the roll­ 
ing of the patient is probably the 
moet important single attribute of 
a comfortable invalid bed. 
The patient’s feet should not 
have to bear the weight of the bed 
clothes. For this purpose a small 
mattress or hard pillow slid in be- 


the fresh sheet anchored in place 
on that side. It takes a little prac­ 
tice. 
All this, of course, is old stuff, 
but the patient's home is his bed, 
and there is all the difference in 
the world between a good one and 
a bad one.

Predict Civilian Shoa 


Quality to Be Lowered

# WASHINGTON—Capitol Hill is expected to turn thumb* down on 
government auction* a* a means of disposing of the huge surplus 
property which will be left over after the war. The surplus will In­ 
clude everything from soup to battleships, and it is estimated that 
the vast stocks of goods will be worth up to 200 
billion dollars. 
A Senate committee has been looking into th* 
auction method of selling some of the materials 
which already have been declared surplus, and, 
according to members, the commutes does not 
li£e what it has found. 
Star witness at the hearings wa* Jacob Gold­ 
berg of New York, who said he was the "best 
auctioneer in the country.” Senator James D. 
Mead (D.) of New York, committee chairman, ex­ 
pressed amazement at what he said looked like 
"irregularities " and what Goldberg said was 
•■customary'' at auctions. 
The irregularities which Mead protested In­ 
cluded a practice of professional auction buyers of 
“rigging the show'’ and controlling the prices. 
Consequently, the committee is expected to recommend against 
general use of auctions although it probably will endorse letting farm 
machinery go on sale in that manner, in view- of the success of soms 
farm auctions. 
The committee also Is expected to demand that a central clearing 
house be established so that one branch of the government will not 
be selling M .surplus the Mine materials which another branch is
